JAMESTOWN JOCKEY CLUB OFFICIALS ISSUE 
RULING AGAINST JOCKEY. 



Unsatisfactory Handling of Dreamer in Kace Won 
by Heavily Backed Fond Heart Calls Forth 
Action — Busy Reduces Track Record. 



Norfolk, Va.. November 17. — There were more sur- 
prises this afternoon at the Jamestown Jockey Club’s 
track. Fond Heart being the only winning favorite. 
Fond Heart went to the post at odds-on, one of the 
l»est backed choices of the meeting. She led all the 
way, and boat Dreamer, the second horse, by three- 
quarters of a length. The latter was ridden by J. 
McIntyre and the most charitable view that one 
could take of his handling of II. B. Duryea’s old 
sprinter would be to say that it was an incompetent 
ride. The stewards may have taken this view of 
the matter. At all events, they suspended McIntyre 
from further participation in the racing here. Dream- 
er appeared anxious to run. but he was kept behind 
Fond Heart, rounding the far turn and through the 
homestretch. Whether he is a rail rnnuer or whether 
McIntyre kept pulling him in behind the mare is 
hard lo say. Opinion on that point was divided. 
McIntyre is the same lad who got into trouble at 
Estonia a few seasons back and was restored to 
good standing only after a long vacation. The case 
will probably l>e given a further consideration by the 
stewards. 

The action of the officials was commended for the 
reason that there has 'been some in and out running 
lien 1 and several suspicious lookiug rides. The man- 
agement is making every effort to build up the sport 
on clean and wholesome lines In Norfolk and those 
behind the racing have run several meetings at great 
linaucial loss. Now that things are looking up a 
hit. they are determined that the sport shall not he 
placed in a false light. 

Today’s attendance was swelled by the arrival of 
many visitors from New York and some from the 
west. Norfolk is getting to be the gathering place 
for those who will take part in winter meetings. 
George Ham arrived with the William Garst and G. 
II. Holle horses. Wayne Lewis and Luke Le Blond 
also came from Kentucky. In the latter’s-car were 
a couple of two-year-olds owned by James Mac- 
Manus. 

The track was in splendid condition, as the time 
recorded in some of the races would indicate. In 
the feature race, a dash of a mile and seventy yards. 
Busy, which led his opponents for most of the way, 
ran the first mile in 1:39*, and won with great ease 
by several lengths. While the field in this race was 
small, it made up in quality what it lacked in quan- 
tity. Busy incidentally made a new track record 
of 1 :43J for the mile and seventy yards. 

J. L. McGinnis, wist lost On Bon through the sell- 
ing nice process yesterday, has evidently made up 
l-.is mind to secure another horse to replace Ou Bon. 
After Pert shire had won the fifth race today, he ad- 
vanced him $200 over his entered price of $100, but 
owner Adrians protected the colt and bought him in. 

Old Benuooup, which had been sulking in recent 
starts, took the notion to running kindly today and 
he was never headed in the sixth race. Feather 
Duster caught him rounding the far turn, but Beau- 
coup managed to keep his head in front and finished 
with splendid courage. 

II. G. Bedwell has arranged with Jockey Willie 
Knapp to do his riding for the remainder of the 
meeting. Knapp's first mount will be on l’rince 
Alitned in the Monticello Hotel Handicap, the fea- 
ture race of tomorrow’s program. 

Jockey B. Forsyth, who came in with W. E. 
Scott’s stable, had a couple of mounts this afternoou 
and immediately sprang into favor with horsemen 
here. The lad has a good seat and looks like a 
rider of promise. C. Turner also arrived and will 
be seen in the saddle tomorrow. 

Jockey Hopkins, who came from Marlboro a few 
days ago. returned to the Maryland track last night. 

Joseph McLennan is in receipt of a letter from H. 
T>. Brown, conveying the information that December 
5 has been set as the closing day for entries to the 
slakes to be run at Almendares the coming winter. 

The Lynnhaven Hotel Handicap, value $1,000. for 
two-year-olds, distance three-quarters mile, and the 
Thanksgiving Selling Stakes, value $1,000, for three- 
year olds and over, distance one mile and an eighth, 
are the stakes that will remain to be run after the 
Monticello Hotel Handicap is decided tomorrow. The 
Lynnhaven will be run November 25 and the Thanks- 
giving Stakes on the closing day of the meeting.

IMPUDENT JOCKEY DISCIPLINED. 

Rider Criticises Presiding Judge's Placing of His 
Mount In Race at Marlboro. 



Washington, D. C., November 17. — It was a day 
of upsets at the Marlboro track. Not one favorite 
was successful, although two purses went to well- 
backed horses. The biggest upset of the day came 
in the closing dash when Elizabeth Harwood, making 
her first start of the meeting and an odds-on choice, 
failed to finish better than third, although she led 
until well into the stretch. 

The best finish of the meeting took place In the 
fifth race when Sabo Blend. Royal Onyx, Blue Crest 
and Bat Masterson finished in the order named, short 
heads apart. J. Bergen, who rode Bat Masterson. 
thought his mount had won and when he returned 
to the judges’ stand and found that he had not 
been placed in the money, he became impudent to 
Judge Brady, who suspended him for thirty days. 

Jockey C. Grand was taken ill after the fourth 
race and canceled his engagements for the re- 
mainder of the day. 

J. B. Campbell, assistant secretary at Latonia and 
Louisville, was a visitor here today. He came here 
In the interest of the Charleston meeting.

Passing the stand Posadas led from Aurofodina 
and Cisco, and this order was still unchanged at the 
mile. Turning into the straight Didus held com- 
mand, with Flavian second and The Parisian coming 
up fast. The last named headed Didus at the dis- 
tance, and won by two lengths, a head dividing sec- 
ond and third. Time, 3:27|. 

In connection with The Parisian’s victory in the 
Melbourne Cup, it is interesting to recall that last 
March he won the Australian Cup (2J miles). For 
that race he had only 105 pounds to carry, and by win- 
ning it he brought off the second half of a big 
double, the first event being the Newmarket Handi- 
cap. which was run a week earlier and won by his 
stable companion. Queen o’ Scots. The stable backed 
them in the double to win nearly $500,000, and they 
were both ridden by C. Cooper, who afterwards re- 
tired from the saddle and started as a trainer. 



RACING RECORD OF STONE STREET. 

Advices come from Latonia to the effect that Stone 
Street, winner of the Kentucky Derby of 1908. in 
the colors of C. E. Hamilton, is so badly broken 
down that it is improbable he will ever again face 
the harrier. Stone Street’s Derby victory, which 
was the most notable achievement of his racing ca- 
reer, was accomplished over a heavy track and he 
was looked upon as purely a mud runner until the 
present year. It is quite remarkable that in bis 
races this season. Stone Street has invariably shown 
a dislike for wet tracks and lias raced, poorly under 
such conditions, while his fast track showing has 
been creditably good. Stone Street’s case affords a 
striking illustration of how race horses sometimes 
change in this respect. The record of his racing ca- 
reer is as follows:

DERBY WINNER AT A LONG PRICE. 

The Argentine Derby was run recently at the 
Palermo track, Buenos Ayres, and no more sensa- 
tional win has ever been recorded for a big racing 
event in any country in the world. The race was 
worth $30,000 and it was won by the rankest sort 
of an outsider— a colt named Volador. He was ab- 
solutely friendless as the horses were stripped for 
the race and the long price of 125 to 1 could be 
easily secured against him. A week or so previous 
the colt performed wretchedly in a minor event aud 
In mediocre company, so that in the big race hardly 
a dollar was risked upon him. The distance of the 
race is one and a quarter miles and it was only in 
the last 100 yards or so that Volador was noticed, 
when he came with a rush and won by a neck from 
a colt named Sixpence. 

Volador is by the French sire Val d’Or, and his 
granddam is an own sister to the granddam of Min- 
oru, the Epsom Derby hero of 1909, which earned 
his last classic bracket for the late King Edward. 
Volador was bred by Senor S. J. Unzue, the well- 
known South American breeder. The third animal 
in the race was a till}’ named Aldeana, and she is 
by Kendal, a half-brother to Ormond, whose home 
is now in South America. The time of the race 
was 2:05. _______________
